starved them; and alterwards that he spoké of appronct- 
ing times as-a “ dark valley,” with thunder and lightning, 
through which the people must pass before*they could at- 
tain a proper state of things. * Now we really feel almost 
ashamed at’ having to disprove so glaring an absurdity es 
that there is any thing in these expressions Caleulated to 
excite disaffection to the Government ; but we do it, to be 
as complete as possible. ‘To “ starve the Governinem” is 
Literally a perfect absurdity, which could only be la.ghed 
at. The meaning of the preacher was elearly, that the 
Government should be straitened in its financial means by 
the loss of the revenue raised on those articles ; and where 
is the illegality or novelty of such a practice?

Gxce our last, Mr. Harntson bas been convicted. at 
Chester upon two fresh. indictments for sedition ; and as 
these trials partake of mach of the strange character of 
those we noticed last week, we think we cannot do better 
than assist @ proper appreciation of the conduct of certain 
Judges and Juries in. these exciting times, by analizing 
the grounds upon which they imprison and attempt to dis- 
grace their felow-subjects,

His 
Lordship may have a greater faith than ourselves in the 
uncorruptible nature of men hired to hunt out deeds and 
words that will bring punishment on their fellow-creatures ; 
but we certainly shall never (like the Learned Judge) give 
implicit credence” to individuals who get their bread by 
pleasing their masters, in cases where those employers are 
porties Tnterested in having a particular sort of evidence. 
However, let the reader form his own opinions of this 
Crown evidence: the Defendant produces four witnesses 
wlio were present at his discourse, and swear they did not 
hear the chief expressions imputed to him. According to 
Chief Justice Warren indeed, this only proves that the 
four individuals who appear for Mr. Hanarison did not 
hear what others did, which amounts to nothing. We 
roust differ again here: we suspect that people do not at- 
tend such unfashionable preachers a3 Mr. Hanarison from 
feelings which would suffer any strong expressions to 
escapy their notice ; and we have further to remark, what 
the Learned Jddge rather oddly forgot in a summing up, 
that one witness, Buacess, makes oath, that he must bave 
leard the words in question, bad they been uttered. Is 
this nothing in contradiction of the Crown witnesses? We 
think Mr. Warren is bound to point out, how a man is 
to disprove expresgions sworn to against him, otherwise 
than by producing those who attended his discourse and 
heard them not. 

Sumaany—Twelve gentlemen of Chester convict Mr. 
Harrisox of sedition, because three individuals,—who are 
interested in giving certain evidence, and are contradicted 
in the manner we have above described,—swear that ia 
the course of a sermon, he insinuated that the people were 
opposed to the Government, recommended them to harass 
the Government io a manner not forbidden by law, and 
prophesied, that the present state of things would lead the 
country,into a “ dark valley” of troubles.—This verdict 
we must ia charity, to say nothing of caution, suppose to 
lw conscientious; but ** ’tis strange, ’lis passing strange.”

They 
accused him of “ sedition” and crucified him; and many 
of the “ inspired writers” were persecuted for speaking 
their minds of the ruling powers. - Now if Mr. Harzi- 
8oN’s sermon is sedition, are hot their writings “ libels?” 
Forget not, that in this “ land of freedom,” Truth, ac- 
cording to the highest judicial autliority, is no justification 
of libel. “Shall the loyal and established be then always 
railing against the ‘Scribes and Pharisees of former times 
for doing what tliey themselves do? Shall they cast men 
into prison for the same conduct for which they affect to 
reverence the victims of those Pharisees, and which con- 
duct is held out by the founder of their faith and the “ in- 
spired writers” as a model for all ages?”

SPAIN. : 

A long and severe snimadversion on the whole of hie Ma- 
jenty’s conduct has been addresved to the King by the superior 
Juma of Arragon, whe asamec the government at Serego-sa on 
the Sth March. Thi« document is dated on the 13th, and among 
the signatures offixed to it are those of the Marquis de Lazan, 
elder brother of Paistox std of Don Martin de Cabey: They 
loudly execrate the perniciows Migisters who betrayed the King. 
ta 160K, ito n fntal seourity as to the designs of his foreign 
evemy (Bonaparte); and those who, in 1814, equally deceived 
him with regard to the real character of the domestic dangers 
which ev eited him on his return to Spain. 

A ‘division of vessels of war is to sail a s00n as possib!c from 
Cediz for the Spanish Main. It seems the Constitutional Go- 
verument coes not renounce the hopes «! restoring order in the 
Uitramarine Provinces. 

The constitutiousl spirit has triumphed in the isles of Mejorca 
and Minorca with av much fecility aud repidity as in other port 
ef the Spanish monarchy. At the former place the luquiriticn 
has disappeared, and its victims paraded in triumph. In both 
islands constitutional juntas have superseded the former autho- 
rittes.

Her Majesty the Queen, has appointed Mr. Brougham 
and Mr. Denman ber Attorney and Solicitor General. 

Our feaders will now see that her Majesty has been 
fully, publicly, and ee recognized in all her high 
rights and privileges by the first tribunals of the land—the 
High Courts of Justice. Messrs. Brougham and Den- 
man appeared on Thursday in the Courts of Chancery 
and King’s Bench, and in the Vice-Chancellor’s Court, 
and were called within the Bar as her Majesty’s Attorney 
nnd Solicitor-General. It is singular that three Judges 
used different forms of expression. 

The Lono Cuancetton said—It having been indimated to me 
thor her Majesty the Queen having been pleased to appoint, &c. 

The Loro Carer-Joerice.—You having reported to me that her 
Majesty the Queen lings been graciously pleased to appoint, &e. 

The Vice-Casveetston—Her Majesty the Queen having been 
graciously pleased, kei , : 

You will take your place within the Bar among bis Majesty's 
Counse|, with al! rank and precedence belonging to the Office of 
Attorney (or Solicitor) General to her Majesty.—These Gentle- 
inen then took their places, and were called upon to move 
accordingly im each Court.

two sureties of 501, each, to keep the peace for two years longer.

2.—Publication‘is a salutaty check upon. the falsehoods 
of witnesses. ‘Upon this: point We have been anticipated 
by the Traveller, an evening ‘paper, which has just revived 
from an inert state under, new and apparently excellent 
management. We therefore quote its remarks:—* ‘The 
preparatory proceedings in cases of High Treason, are 
carried on with so much secrecy, that the prisoners them- 
selves cannot know, and still less the public can be Ta- 
formed, in what manner the accusations against them will 
be supported. If-false evidence be given'against them, they 
cannot on the spur of. the,oecasion, by the mere exertions 
of their Attornies, collect the witnesses who are peces- 
sary to disprove it.

GH TREASON.—TRIAL OF ARTHUR THISTLEWOOD. 
The interest excited by the trials of the state prisoners was 
this morning strongly manifested by the assemblage of acrowd 
in front.of the Sesstons’-liouse, as early as seven o'clock. Pre 
viows to this time a numerous body of the civil force had arrived. 
For the purpose of preventing interruption from carriages, rails 
were erccied at the two ends of the Old Bailey. Regulations 
were adopted to prevent the entrance of those who wére not pro- 
vided with ti¢kets, Cermin boxes were devoted to the reception 
of females, several of whom were present. At half-past eight 
Thistlewood was condveted from his cell, in the care of one of 
the turnkeys. He «till remains greatly dejected. He was dressed 
ia @ black coat and velvet collar, light-coloured waistcoat, blue 
trowsers and shoes. The other prisoners followed.—At nine 
o'clock the Coaimissioners entered the Court, which was opened 
in the usaal Yorm.—Mr, Shelton immediately proceeded to_cal!
